


Meeting Minutes 


July 13,1995 

1. The meeting of the Green Bay Mike and 
Key Club for July was called to order by the 
President, KES9AS, at 7:32 p.m. 

2. A roll call reflected 17 members and 1 
guest present. 

3. The secretary was absent and a motion 
was made to suspense with the secretary's 
report.

4, Treasurers report was given by Jake, 
N9DKH. The report reflected a balance at the 
end of June of $1,442.34. 

5, John, KE9AS, reported that plates were 
made and added to the Silent Key Plaque for 
WSLID, Larry Robbins, and  WDSEKU, Frank 
Fournier . The Silent Key plaque is displayed in 
a prominent place in the club room. 

6. Virgil WBOMHS, spoke to the club on the 
up-comming Mountain Duathalon at the YMCA 
camp near Anderson Lake 
requested participation and volunteers to help 
out on Saturday, July 24th. 

7. John, KE9AS, and Jake, N9DKH, gave the 
club an update on the work being done on the 
Repeaters. WB9MFB, Ron Shimek, assisted us 
with checking the antennas and transmission 
lines on July 2nd. It was found that the old 
receive line that is not being used has a 
termination at approximately 335 feet. It is 
either kinked or chopped in half. The antenna 
and coax that we are using, and the 
transmission line is іп excellent shape. The 
antenna was found not to be resonant at either 
of the xmit or recieve frequencies. It was 
found to resonate at every 1.4 meg frequency 
across the entire band. The 440 system was 
checked and there are problems with that 
antenna also. It is expected that these 
problems will be repaired yet this summer. An 
antenna crew is expected in the area very 
soon and we will contact them for the work to 
be done to correct our problems. 

8. A motion was made to donate the old 
controller from the old 440 repeater to Earl, 
KBSDSV, for use on his 220 mhz repeater. This 
controller has been sitting idle since the club 
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updated our controllers, In return for the 
donation, club members will have use of the the 
220 mhz repeater and any functions that he 
adds to the system. Motion carried. 

9, John, KESAS, reported that correspondence 
was received from Larry Seibers, KDSIA, 
regarding a special fox hunt in Appleton in 
September. A notice will be posted in the news 
letter. 

10. Randy, N9GDW, reported that he is still 
looking for volunteers for the bike race in 
DePere on Sunday, July 30th. 

11. Lisa, N9VJL reported that the Hiram Percy

The contest wil begin at 1800 UTC Saturday, 
Sept 9th and ends at 0300 UTC Monday, Sept

stations in as many different grid squares as 
possible using authorized frequencies above 50 
MHz. Retransmitting either or both stations, or 
use of repeater frequencies, is not permitted. 
Contest entrants may not transmit on 
repeaters or repeater frequencies on 2 meters 
for the purpose of soliciting contacts. Complete 
rules can be found in the August issue of QST 
or are available from ARRL Headquarters.
